HE MERCATOR bev fully prov’d, 

that great Quantities of Manufactures are dai- 

ly fent to France under concealed Entries in 

general Heads, as to Germany, Flanders, the 
Gtreights, &c. has drawn this plain Inference from it, 
( viz.) that then no full Account of our Exportations to 
France can be given by the Commiflioners of the Cu- 
ftom-houfe. 


The MERC ATOR has invited theéfe Trade Pre- 


fervers, as they falfly pretend to be, to get an Order from 


the Parliament to prevent this Method, which the Com- 
miflioners can eafily do. But thefe Men are not fuch 
Friends to Truth, nor can the Caufe they carry on bear 
it; The Weight of all their Arguments lies on a Fraud, 
that Evil Tree cannot bring forth good Fruit. Their 
whole Affair depends upon it; Take the Accounts from 
the Cuftom-houfe Books away from them; prove but 
once that thofe Accounts can give no true State of the 
Trade, and what becomes of al) their Schemes, their 
Years of Trade, Ballance of Commerce, Exportations 
and Importations ? They all appear to be unable to an- 
{wer their Title, or to give any juft Idea of the Com- 
merce with France. | 


Now let the Wifeft of thefe Men inform us; how 
can any Accounts from the Cuftom-houfe give us a State 
ofthe Trade to France, when great Quantities of Goods 
are every Year fent to France, which are never brought 
into thofe Books, but are Entcr’d-in the Cuftom-houfe 
as for other Places? This has been mention d already, 
and has been fo irrefiftably proved to be true by the 
MERCATOR, that nothing can be faid to contra- 
dict it, but what muft be fpoken with fuch an Affurance, 
as no Man of the leaft Modefty can fupport. 


No Man that knows any thing of Trade can deny, 
but that great Quantities of Englifh Woollen-Manufa- 


Gures are fent into France by the Maes, the Mofelle, the ' 
Rhine, or in fhort by the way:of Holland and Flanders. 
Men of Judgment have loig ago before this Difpure 
was begun, publilhed that above 300000 b. per Annum 
in our Woollen Goods have gone that way into France, 
not one Pennyworth whereof ever were Enter'd for | 
France, but for Holland, and help’d to ‘fill the Mouths * 
of thofe who made loud Blufters of the great Advan- - 
tage of our Dutch Trade. 


The MERC ATOR has now given an Account of 
feveral Englifh Ships, and moft of them large Ships, to 
which have gone from hence to Marfeilles, and large 
Quantities of Woollen-ManufaStures were {hipped on 
board them. The Oppofers could not gainfay ir, and ’ 
only endeavour'’d to thife it off with that foolifh Ab- 
furdity of Marfeilles being a free Port, which has been

fufficiently confuted and expofed. 


Well; what way went thefe Goods ? ‘Where are they 
to be found in an Account of a Years Trade ? Not one 
Piece is in the Cuftom-houfe Accounts; if the Houfe 
of Commons fhould fend to the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms to lay before them an Account of Englifh 
Goods fhipped to the Port of Marfeilles for the laft 
twelve Months, what would they fay? Their Account 
would ftand thus,

They only 
ferve them to carry on the Cheat upon the Nation, to 
delude and abufe the poor People, and to back and 
fuppost the other abominable Cheats, with which thefe 
Things are carry’d on, and which are every Day pub- 
lithed to the World. 


It is evident the Exportatiens to France do, not’ run 
in the ordinary Channel of the Cuftom-houfe. The 
Goods indeed are Entred ‘there, but not Entred for 
France. They are covered, whether accidentally or art- 
fully, is not to our prefent purpofe to enquire. They 
are concealed, as before, under the Heads of the Streights, 
Germany, Flanders and Holland.
